1. This office action correspondence is a response to the applicant's amendment. 
After reconsideration of the applicant's amendment filed on 12/21/2007, further search 
and through examination of the present application, claims 1-14 are found to be in 
condition for allowance over prior arts of record. 

Reason for allowance 

2. Claims 1,8,12 are patentable over the closest references Sandhu et 
al(hereinafter referred as Sandhu) US Patent No 6,970, 562 A 1 in view of Inada et a 
/(hereinafter referred as Inada) US Pub No 2004/0103316 because they do not 
anticipated nor fairly and reasonably teach a method/computer-readable media/An 
electronic signature assistance for applying an electronic signature from a client station, 
comprising the steps of calculating a cryptographic signature at the client station by 
means of the private key, then destroying the private key at the client station; and 
formatting the calculated signature with the aid of the signature certificate received by 
the client station via the authenticated channel.

3. Claims 1,8,12 are patentable. Claims 2-7, 9-11 and 13-14 are depend on 
claims 1,8,12 therefore they are allowable.
